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PURPOSE: To obtain drugs with reduced side effect for the stomach and the 
intestines and for headache, by using vaseline as a base or auxiliary for the 
drugs used for the internal organs of human body, into which foreign matters 
are directly brought into contact. 

CONSTITUTION: Vaseline is used as a base or auxiliary of drugs by internal use 
in the digestive organs and the respiratory organs. For example, a drug consist- 
ing of 9.60wt% camphor, 1.35wt% /-menthol, 1.30wt% eucalyptus oil, 0.36wt% 
pine oil. 68.55wt% white vaseline and 18.74wt% yellow vaseline is used as a drug 
for the stomach and the intestines by internal use, or as a drug for headache by 
aspiration from the nasal cavity or by application to the top of the oral cavity 
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
